FINDINGS — 

The United States Govern- 
ment has come to realise that 
the problem of keeping the 
outer rim of Asia, from 
Korea to Afghanistan, out of 
Communist control is even 
more difficult than it had 
imagined, The campaigns in 
Korea, Indo-China and Burma 
are already “hot war” affairs, 
Burma is well-nigh hopeless, 
Siam may go the way of her 
immediate neighbours, and 
nefore the dramatic meeting 
of the Indian and Pakistan 
2rime Ministers last week-end 
yar was regarded as a grave 
nossibility.. Only in Japan, 
the Philippines and Indonesia 
was there any reason for 
optimism. 

These views are said by the 
Washington correspondent of 
1 leading London daily to be 
the result of Dr. Jessup’s find- 
ings. Since the despatch was 
sent, there has been a wave of 
serious strikes and another 
revolt in Indonesia, an inten- 
sification of the crisis in the 
provinces North of Manila, 
and resignation, of the South 
Korean Premier, who says his 
,ob is too much for him! Cer- 
tainly. the new post-war order 
of freedom in South-East; Asia 
and the withdrawal of direct 
foreign responsibility has 
hardly come up to -expecta- 
tions, and could hardly have 
been’ worse—and | perhaps, 
alas, no better—if the Western 
Powers had. remained. Nor 
did Dr. Jessup find any 
spontaneous movement to- 
wards closer association by 
the South-East Asian nations 
for mutual defence or mutual 
economic aid. On the other 
hand, Soviet. Imperialism has 
become more formidable than 
the Tsarist: type in its palmiest 
days. : 

The diagnosis is only too 
easy—the remedy not at all 
easy.
